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THE STS-9 SPACE SHUTTLE EMERGENCY 
By CarlS. Zelich, AA4MI 

The Spaceport Amateur Repeater Club planned to transmit 
NASA commentary for the entire STS-9 mission. And here’s how 
the true spirit of Amateur Radio defeated Murphy’s Law. 

Our repeater was to be set-up in a very different operational 
manner. It was the first time that a single frequency would be 
occupied by a repeater output and a transmitter output. We could 
not simply use the AEROCOM ‘‘Green Monster” as our repeater 
output because of the Height Above Average Terrain (HAAT) 
regulation. We therefore interleaved the outputs. The NASA 
commentary actuated a VOX circuit to enable th high-power 
transmitter and eliminate the repeater from functioning. When the 
commentary was not incoming, the normal repeater mode was 
available. 

This allowed the hundreds of hams visiting the Kennedy Space 
Center, to see the launch of W5LFL, to communicate with each 
other. This feature became useful when discussing equipment and 
schedules in planning to contact W5LFL while at the same time 
monitoring Owen’s progress in the mission. This unusual Priority 
Time-Diversity (PTD) method allowed a single frequency to be 
multipurposed and still conform to FCC regulations. The ‘“‘Green 
Monster” is an AEROCOM commercial air-traffic control tran- 
smitter. It is a 7 foot rack painted pale green. The transmitter is a 
Model 10 VI-A, serial no. 115. This was a 108-154 Mhz. AM unit which 
we converted to FM. It has a 829B buffer stage and a pair of 4x500A 
final tubes. K4GCC purchased this transmitter at government 
auction about 25 years ago. He fired it up occasionally and it 
worked. But it was a long time since it last operated. The club 
began the task of checking it out by cleaning out the spiders, a 
snake skin and a dead mouse! After clearing the area, the main 
power switch was flipped. Panel lights, the air-blower and volt- 
meters came to life. So far so good. Next, drive was applied and the 
process of dipping the finals and incrasing the drive began. The 
glow of these finals would bring joy to the heart of any old timer. 
We had done it! Our Bird SWR meter indicated 400 watts output. 
The drive was reduced so thet the 146.94 Mhz. output would be 350 
watts. We planned to operate conservatively for the 24 hours/ day 
for the 9 day mission. On December 1, the RF signal and audio 
began to distort. Suddenly Murphy attacked and thus started a 
major logistics operation involving many hams. Our high-powered 
transmitter had failed! The Green Monster died! What was wrong? 


Our Technical Committee, John Anderson, K4GCC, and Charlie Spencer, K4RXX, found 
that the filament transformer windings had opened. Where do you find a 20 lb. multi- 
winding transformer that had been manufactured at least 25 years ago? 

A review of the schematic showed that AEROCOM was located at 3090 S.W. 37th Ave. in 
Miami. Would they still be there? And to make things worse, would anyone help on a 
Friday as the workday was ending? Thousands of listeners were out there. How could we 
possibly get the transformer here before the mission ended? It’s 200 miles from Miami to 
the Kennedy Space Center! A ham listening in the Florida Keys, call unknown, contacted 
Lou Venci, KA4EPS, in West Palm Beach. Meanwhile, George Levingston, WA4NBE, of 
Melbourne, contacted Evelyn Gauzens, W4WYR, by long distance landline and explained 
the predicament. Now the wheels began to turn and contact was made with the trans- 
mitter manufacturer. 

AEROCOM Sales Rep., L. Deatrick, said that she had a transformer in stock and that 
business closes at 5 p.m. However, she would Stay there until 6 p.m. Also the cost would be 
200 dollars. Gulp! Our small club doesn’t have 2 dollars. We operate on a ‘‘pay as you go” 
basis. K4RXX offered to pay for it on condition that the club repay him. Fair enough. 

Now the problem of shipment. Let’s send the transformer by Greyhound. Also someone 
would have to carry the transformer from AEROCOM to the bus. Oh no! Greyhound’s On- 
strike. Ok. Try another carrier. No luck. Well how about Federal Express? A quick check 
and they said they want 40 dollars. No that won’t do. Someone suggested an automobile 
relay system. For 200 miles? KA4EPS began co-ordinating this but then he had another 
idea. He knew of a ham in West Palm Beach that had an airplane. Could it be flown to us? 
This would be a night flight. Our local airport on Merritt Island is fine for weekend flyers 
but it’s uncontrolled (no tower). And we didn’t know if it had runway lights. An alternate 
airport, TICO (Titusville/County), a controlled airport, was selected. 

Meanwhile, Bob Lyon, K4F XP, came on frequency and offered his assistance. Since we 
had not heard from KA4EPS for a while, Bob was aksed to fire-up his 100 watt amplifier 
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We are deeply sorry to report the passing of the 
following amateurs. May the all R. I. P.

Although few complete callsigns were acknowledged by W5LFL aboard STA-9, the 
shuttle operation generated a lot of interest in Northern and Central Florida. The news 
media gave good coverage to the attempts of local hams to make contact. In Jacksonville 
all three network affiliates sent camera crews to two ham stations to listen in on the first 
attempts to contact STS-9. the first success came on Sunday, December 4th on orbits 96 
and 97. W5HUQ was the first Jax station to be acknowledged and he was interviewed on 
WTLV-Channel 12 shortly afterward. In the Orlando area WD4F AB was acknowledged. 
Most of us, however, will not know our degree of success until the tapes are returned to 
earth and transcribed by ARRL. The signal quality of W5SLFL and STS-9 was excellent 
although of short duration. Due to the background noise in the spacecraft, Dr. Garriott 
was unable to acknowledge much information but the thrill of hearing the signal made the 
operation a success regardless. Over 2,000 hams in our section made an attempt to contact 
W5LFL. 

Special thanks are in order for the KA4GXZ (145.39) repeater in Clermont. That 
machine put in an exceptional signal in Jax the whole flight. The newspeople here were 
almost as amazed with that STS-9 audio feed on KA4GXZ as they were with the contact. 
Those who heard the STS-9 feed on 145.39 are asked to drop a card to Wayne Fletcher, 
KA4GXZ; 1324 Cambridge Dr., Leesburg, Fla. 32748. This will enable Wayne to gauge 
interest in future similar projects. Congratulations to Wayne for such a fine public service 
on such an excellent machine technically! 

Watch for a comprehensive report upcoming in February or March 73 Magazine on the 
STS-9 operation. 17 hams from Alaska to Florida are recording their observations and 
these will be compiled into a giant article. 

Some new slates of officers have deen elected for 1984. Thus far I have the following: 
Orange Park Amateur Radio Club elected Vic Mahler, NX4F (President); Dave Melton, 
KD4XP (VP); Bill Steiner, KZAL (Sec.); Jim Graves, WD4NXY (Treas.).

Mgr.). Directors are N4BZH and WD4NYT. N4KF has been designated as Orlando 
Chapter Red Cross ARES Co-ordinator. 

The 146.115/.715 Hernando County repeater has been moved to a new location with 
improved resuilts. New QTH is in Spring Lake with 620 ft. antenna height. Bill Hawthorne, 
WANTV, presented a program on spectrum analyzer operation to the Daytona Beach 
ARA. W40DW and WA4SXZ are active on the new satellite. The Gulf Coast VHF Traffic 
Net now meets 7 nights per week at 8 p.m. Central time on the Crestview repeater

Some progress being made on the Volunteer Exam program as 
K7UGA’s reimbursement bill is making quick progress and may be law by the time you 
read this. The stage will then be set for ARRL to offer its services as a Volunteer Exam 
Coordinator. Many have already registered with ARRL as potential volunteer examiners 
and they will be contacted when the final details are official. One big disappointment is 
the FCC will probably allow many formats of questions instead of the traditional multiple- 
choice only test. This could open the way for ‘‘Who is buried in Grant’s Tomb?” type 
items. Maybe this can be reversed before the final draft is adopted. 

Clubs making plans for 1984 should include the Florida Skip QSO Party as part of their 
activity. This year’s event is set for May 5th and 6th.

Hams have found lots of uses for micro computers and one of my 
favorite is repeater control. There are several ways to implement 
computer control on your own repeater. 

Many groups have adapted regular micro-computers like: TRS- 
80, Commodore 64, Sinclair, and Apple, computers. This is a fine 
approach, but it requires a group member (or members) with 
programming, debugging, and interfacing, experience. 

If you decide to go the homebrew method you’ll find the ex- 
perience very rewarding. But some groups don’t have this kind of 
expertise available (or don’t look hard enough). So, the next best 
thing is a ‘‘Dedicated”’ repeater controller. 

A dedicated repeater controller is a computer designed 
specifically for repeater control. There are many types available, 
with prices starting in the hundreds, and going through the 
thousands. The average price for a controller without a lot of ‘‘Bells 
and whistles’’ is $500-$800. 

A dedicated controller has several advantages over an adapted 
homebrew system. The thing that pleases many people is that you 
don’t have to be a ‘‘Computer Person” to make the system work. If 
you have ever put together a Heath Kit or built your own rig from 
scratch, you won’t have any problem installing a computer con- 
troller in your own repeater. 

Installation is fairly simple, in most cases only about 8-10 wires 
need to be hooked-up; power and ground, audio inputs and outputs, 
carrier operated switch, and any options you decide. 

Once the installation is complete, you just turn on the system and 
initialize the computer. To intialize the system you merely select 
the options you want (time-out length, autopatch inhibit, courtesy 
tone, etc.) by dialing numbers on your touch tone pad. 

The Daytona Beach Amateur Radio Association recently in- 
stalled a computer controller on their K4BV 147.150 +600 repeater. 
This controller (manufactured by Micro Concepts and Design Co.,

Talk-In on 146.16-.76 : 
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PRESIDENT CLARK — SILENT KEY 

The man who gave new direction to our ARRL has died. Victor C. 
Clark, W4KFC, President of the League, passed away at about 
10:30 P.M. on Friday, November 25th, after suffering a massive 
heart attack. Vic had gone to the hospital on Thanksgiving Day 
complaining of chest pains; he was there when the fatal attack 
occurred. For several years, Vic had a history of heart problems, 
but he never let it stand in the way of expressing his love for 
amateur radio by working towards its survival and prosperity on a 
day by day basis. 

Vic held an Extra Class license and was the first recipient of the 
Hiram Percy Maxim Memorial Award. He served as Roanoke 
Division Director for 8 years, and another 6 years as an ARRL Vice 
President before ascending to the League’s presidency in 1982. 

In his post as Chief Executive of the American Radio Relay 
League, he devoted most of.his time to improving the posture of the 
Amateur Service, both here, in the United States, and around the 
world through his efforts with the IARU. Considered by many to be 
one of the best ARRL Presidents since Hiram Percy Maxim, 1AW,

founded the organization in the early 1900’s, Vic was ever present at 
amateur radio events, including some of the smallest conventions 
and hamfests. He believed that the ARRL had an obligation to 
serve its members on a “‘one on one” basis, and would travel 
thousands of miles to see that this reponsibility was met. 

Vic is survived by his wife Hester, WA4PAE, 3 sons, 3 daughters 
and 7 grandchildren. A memorial service was held at Christ Church 
in Washington, DC on Wednesday, November 30th, and was at- 
tended by many of his friends who knew and loved the man who 
gave new meaning to the words: amatewr radio. 

The family had requested that flowers not be sent. Instead, they 
asked those who might want to offer a remembrance in Vic’s name 
to donate to a special fund being set up in his memory through the 
ARRL Foundation, 225 Main Street, Newington, CT 06111.

This month’s big news is the success of the Dr. Owen Garriott, 
W4LFL, operation from the space shuttle ‘Columbia’. As of this 
writing on 09 Dec., less than a day after the landing of the shuttle, I 
know that K4GFG of Davie (near Ft. Lauderdale), and KB4CRT of 
the Tampa area have had 2-way QSOs with W5LFL/spacecraft 
mobile. Congratulations to these men and whoever else in FL who 
had their full call signs read back from the ‘“‘Columbia”’. I heard 
“WD4FA__’’ and assume that it was WD4FAB of Orlando; also 
“W5H___”’ which quite possibly was W5HUQ/4 of Jax. After the 
tapes are sorted and tabulated, other FL hams may have been 
identified as completing QSOs. 

Remember that the definition of a QSO for this special event 
consists of being fully identified on the tapes made by W5LFL. To 
obtain a QSL from W5LFL, send an SASE to: ARRL*STS-9, 225 
MAIN ST., NEWINGTON, CT. 06111. On the outside of the en- 
velope, write ‘“‘reception only”’ if you are enclosing a heard report 
only; if you transmitted to the spacecraft, write “‘2-way” even if 
you did not hear your call sign read back. Many local amateurs 
heard W5LFL on their mobile rigs for 30 seconds to 2 minutes when 
the ‘‘Columbia’’ was at least 30 deg. above the horizon. In some 
cases, hand helds were utilized with rubber duckies, and at least 
one enterprising person used a 5/8 wavelength whip held 6” above 
his pickup truck bed for maximum signal capture. A special word 
of thanks is due to George, WT4X, of Homestead (see photo 
elsewhere), for generously providing computer data of the orbits to 
Miami hams so they could supplement ARRL Bulletin data. George 
has been licensed for less than 3 years, but he maintains a 440 
repeater, is active on 2m FM, and is about to start utilizing Oscar 10 
with an AZ-EL controlled array. 

6 METERS: The N4PZ (Sarasota) Beacon is now operational on 
50.064 and is usually audible in Miami. In addition to being a good 
propagation aid for DXers, it serves as a weak signal source to 
check out antennas and receivers. Scotty, W5DZF/4 (Opa Locka) 
reports that on 12 Nov., OA4PQ, TI2HL, TI2NA (BCN), FY7VHF 
(BCN), and HC2FG (BCN) were heard in SFL. Occasional ES has 
been noted with K8BMMM up to S-5 on 04 Dec. at 1305Z. WSHUQ 
wonders how to get a QSL card from CX9BBF; he has worked 8 
other new countries this year. 

2 METERS AND UP: Big news this month, other than the shuttle, 
has been a massive opening over 21-23 Nov. W1YL/4 reports that a 
Myrtle Bch., SC station was into the Homestead repeater during 
P.M. commuting hours on the 23rd. W5DZF picked up GA, SC, and 
heard NC on the night of 22 Nov. on 2m ssb. WB4KGY said that 
conditions up the coast were great as well as to inland spots like TN 
and W4GJO in NW GA! John, W5HUQ, worked WA4ZIA in Western 
NC 60db over S-9 on 432 and also QSOed K4QIF (VA) on 23 and 24 
Nov. He also reports QSOs with K4CAW and K4GZO(NC), and 
W4ISS (Columbus, GA). K4MTD (Orlando) reportedly worked 
WA4ZIA(NC) on 1296 on the 23rd. W5HUQ also worked around and
